Even Santa loves a bargain at new Aldi store

COUNCIL bosses have issued 
a gloomy pre-Christmas fund¬ 
ing message to householders 
in Oswestry and Welshpool. 

Bosses at Powys County Council 
have described a 4.1 per cent cut in 
its annual settlement from the Welsh 
Assembly as “shocking” - and the re¬ 
duction has provoked worries of a rise 
in council tax. 

And Shropshire Council bosses have gone one 
step further by indicating tax bills are set to rise 
by nearly four per cent each year for the next 
five years. 

Council chiefs in Powys say the latest fund¬ 
ing cut means it has lost £22 million in the past 
three years. Councillor Wynne Jones, said: “It 
is shocking that the largest, most rural council 
in Wales, the council with arguably the highest 
running costs because of its rurality and demo¬ 
graphics receives the largest cut. Next year’s cut 
means that the council has had a cumulative re¬ 
duction in its budget of more than 13 per cent in 
the last three years.” 

Worst 

Montgomeryshire AM Russell George said: 
“For nine years in a row, Powys County Council 
has received one of the worst local government 
funding settlements from the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment of all 22 local authorities in Wales. The 
current system provides councils in urban south 
Wales with far more attractive financial settle¬ 
ments while the largest, most rural councils 
such as Powys are among those with the worst 
cash settlements. Local people throughout Mid 
Wales will now be bracing themselves to see if 
their council tax bills have to rise.” 

Meanwhile Oswestry residents can expect a 
hike in their council tax. 

Shropshire Council’s cabinet has approved a 
proposal that will see its portion of the council 
tax bill increase by 3.99 per cent for 2016/17. 

The authority is also planning for 3.99 per 
cent rises each year for the following four years 
- although they will be subject to council ap¬ 
proval and the financial circumstances at the 
time. 

Shropshire Council’s new leader in waiting 
Councillor Malcolm Pate, who was due to be of¬ 
ficially voted into former Oswestry South Coun¬ 
cillor Keith Barrow’s old role today (Thursday) 
said the rise was essential to protect services. 

He said: “We have not had an increase for 
seven years, with hindsight - and it is very easy 
to say with hindsight - perhaps we should have 
been increasing the base over the past few years 
by a small amount. 

“We have to be absolutely clear that while 
central government has policies to sort out the 
national economy and the deficit, that inevitably 
means there is less money for local government. 

“To deliver the services that the people of 
Shropshire want and expect the inevitable con¬ 
sequence is that there will be an increase in 
council tax.”

early hours of the morning. He said: “It’s a 
bit of atmosphere and I wanted to see what I 
could win.

“I usually do my shopping on a Sunday 
but I’ll do some while I’m here and her a few 
things then come back on Sunday for the rest. 
I’ll be using this shop all the time now.” 

To celebrate the opening, Aldi handed out 
golden tickets to the first 100 people in the 
queue, with early bird Mr Jones winning the 
star prize of a 40 inch HD TV 

Other customers won Bluetooth head¬ 
phones, Christmas gift packs and a range of 
other Aldi products. 

The shop is the second Aldi to open in 
Oswestry, adding to the smaller store in 
Oswald Road. The new shop drew favourable 


comparisons from the assembled crowds, with 
many saying they were now planning to do all 
their shopping at the new store. 

Alan Rowney, 69, from College Road, 
Oswestry, said: “I wanted to see what the 
store is like. I think it’s similar to the one in 
town. I’m very surprised at the amount of 
people here. I’m quite impressed. 

“We do shop in Aldi already but I will be 
doing my shopping here now. 

“It’s easier to get here from College Road 
and there’s lots of variety.” 

Not only were shoppers treated to a host of 
bargains, they were also treated to a variety of 
entertainment laid on to mark the opening of 
Oswestry’s latest supermarket.

COURTS 

Man jailed for two 
years for £20,000 
internet sale scam 

A GAMBLING addict who raked in more 
than £20,000 by offering goods which 
didn’t exist for sale on the internet has 
been jailed for two years. 

Lee Hinchcliffe used websites such as 
Gumtree, Facebook, Loot, Bargain Pages 
and Friday Ad for more than a year to ad¬ 
vertise items for sale, including iPhones, 
iPads and concert tickets. Hinchcliffe, 25, 
of The Willows, Welshpool, admitted five 
charges of making a false representation 
by advertising goods for sale that he did 
not have with a view to receiving payment 
when he appeared at court on Friday. 

He also admitted a further 17 charges 
put forward by North Wales Police. 

Robert Edwards, prosecuting, said: 
“Once the victim has contacted the de¬ 
fendant arrangements were made for the 
purchase of the items. Money was paid 
over but no property was ever received. 

“He told police he was running a legiti¬ 
mate business advertising phones for sale 
but admitted he would sell them before 
receiving the phones from abroad. 

“That was not the case as nobody re¬ 
ceived a phone.” 

The court heard Hinchcliffe suffered 
from an addiction to gambling. Judge 
Robin Onions told Hinchcliffe: “Over 
a substantial amount of time you have 
gained £23,582.78. 

“People who lost their money are peo¬ 
ple who trusted you and had the misfor¬ 
tune to come across you.”

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New role for former boss 
of council after resignation

FORMER Shropshire Council 
leader Keith Barrow has taken 
up a new job. 

Mr Barrow has become commercial 
director at newly-launched Oswestry 
agency BH Inspire. 

The former Shirehall chief, who stepped 
down as Shropshire Council leader on De¬ 
cember 4, has taken up his position with 
immediate effect. Creative director at the 
agency, Asa Bailey, said: “We’re excited to 
have Keith working with us. He’s obviously 
well-known in the area and is the perfect 
fit for us while we continue to build the 
agency.” 

Mr Barrow, from Trefonen, near 
Oswestry, joins a team of five which will 
cover social media, design, marketing, 
sponsorship, PR and video. 

He said: “I’m delighted to be appointed 
as commercial director at BH Inspire. I 
had a number of offers after stepping down 
from the council, but this one excited me 
the most. BH Inspire is a start-up agency, 
so I’ve got the opportunity to make the role 
my own and have a positive impact on the 
direction of the business.” 

The agency is the brainchild of film direc¬ 
tor Mr Bailey and Mid Wales entrepreneur 
Mike Harris who wanted to centralise their 
own business marketing functions. 

Mr Bailey added: “We saw a gap in the 
market, not only to service our own compa¬ 
nies, but to offer the same service to others. 

“We have all of the creative marketing 
specialities under one roof, so it’s ideal 
for businesses who don’t have that facil¬ 
ity in-house.

Mr Barrow, 62, stepped down from his 
role at Shropshire Council in a surprise 
move just weeks after he was found to have 
breached the council’s code of conduct over 
the declaration of a business interest. 

The Shrewsbury and North Shropshire 
Green Party this week called for an early 
election to find a new councillor to replace 
Mr Barrow on Shropshire Council. 

Duncan Kerr, a Green Party councillor 
on Oswestry Town Council, said: “His de¬ 
cision leaves a vacant chair in a council 
chamber that will shortly be making very 
important decisions regarding Oswestry’s 
future.”

LONG term plans to build a new bridge 
over the River Severn at Llandrinio could 
be revived. 

The current bridge, which dates from the 
18th century, was closed during the recent 
flooding amid fears it could collapse after 
suffering damage to one of its support pil¬ 
lars. 

Engineers from Powys County Coun¬ 
cil have already carried out a brief survey 
and are visiting the bridge, which carries 
the B4393 over the River Severn north of 
Welshpool, to carry out more detailed sur¬ 
veys now that the waters are starting to 


recede. The bridge remained closed at the 
weekend but it is hoped that it may be re¬ 
opened, albeit with a weight restriction in 
place. 

Llandrinio’s Powys County Council¬ 
lor Graham Brown said the closure of the 
bridge has revived plans to build a new 
bridge, although that would come in the 
long term. 

He said: “I have raised the issue of reviv¬ 
ing the plans to build a new bridge and they 
are going to look up the plans. 

“I will start the ball rolling on the politi¬ 
cal side but that is likely to be a very long¬ 


term thing.” Photographs taken on Sunday 
show the extent of the flooding in the area. 

The photographs were taken by Vic 
Smith who said he saw several motorists 
having to turn around after finding the 
route was closed. 

Flood alerts remained in place for the 
River Severn this week. 

Environment Agency spokesman Dave 
Throup said there were “huge amounts” of 
water and some roads closed in the Severn 
Vyrnwy confluence area, although he said 
the levels were not quite as high as a fort¬ 
night ago.

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Hearing is 
told about 
care concern 

A FARMER who fell off the roof of a 
barn suffered multiple fractures and 
died in hospital 10 days later, an in¬ 
quest was told. 

David Pritchard, 68, died of a pul¬ 
monary embolism at the Royal Uni¬ 
versity Hospital in Stoke. 

Mr Pritchard fell between 18 and 28 
feet to the ground at his home at Ifton 
Hall Farm, St Martins on April 23. 

He was flown by air ambulance to 
Wrexham Maelor Hospital and trans¬ 
ferred to Stoke the next day. He died 
on May 3. 

At the inquest his family expressed 
concern Mr Pritchard had sometimes 
been without compression stockings 
and when he was diagnosed with both 
the c difficile infection and a kidney 
infection, he was not given intrave¬ 
nous fluids daily. 

Consultant Nicholas Neal said: 
“Not administering intravenous flu¬ 
ids I doubt would have contributed to 
his death. He was overwhelmed with 
other problems unfortunately.” 

Shropshire coroner John Ellery 
said: “Were fluids checked? That is 
arguable and were they documented? 
No. That is not acceptable but the 
hospital is addressing that. Record 
keeping was sub-optimal but I can not 
say that his death was preventable. 

“The family has had the opportu¬ 
nity to address their concerns.” 

Mr Ellery recorded a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death. 

Court is told of 
sex act claim 

A MAN has appeared in court charged 
with performing an indecent act in 
the presence of a baby and photo¬ 
graphing himself doing it. 

David Phillip Francis, 60, is also 
charged with making indecent images 
and films by downloading them from 
the internet and distributing them. 

Francis, of Bronywaun in Chirk, 
appeared from custody at a weekend 
sitting of Flintshire Magistrates Court 
at Mold on Saturday, facing a total of 
11 charges. 

Prosecutor Nicola Wyn-Williams 
applied for a remand in custody and 
magistrates agreed. 

They declined jurisdiction and 
sent him into custody to appear at a 
preliminary hearing at Mold Crown 
Court tomorrow (Friday) 

Mark Davies, for Francis, said his 
client would not indicate pleas at this 
stage. 


Extra funding given to 
college to ease pressure

OSWESTRY’S North Shropshire 
College has been given extra 
funding to help it cope with a fi¬ 
nancial problem caused by dwin¬ 
dling numbers of teenagers. 

The college has received an “excep¬ 
tional financial support” grant from 
the Department for Business, Inno¬ 
vation and Skills after a decline in its 
financial health. 

The last 12 months have seen the college 
suffer a 20 per cent drop in revenue but its 
costs have remained the same. 

Principal Jackie Doodson said since a 
visit by a further education commissioner 
early this year the college had made good 
progress. 

The grant to North Shropshire College 
followed a visit to the college by further ed¬ 
ucation commissioner Dr David Collins. He 
said the problems stemmed from a lack of 
curriculum planning, smaller than average 
group sizes and dwindling numbers going 
into further education in Shropshire. 

Mrs Doodson said: “North Shropshire 
College respects the work of the FE Com¬ 
missioner and his team and accepts the 
findings within the report. 

“We found the process supportive to our 
recovery process. 

“Since the commissioner’s visit we have 
made good progress in improving our qual¬ 
ity outcomes and we have achieved signifi¬ 
cant growth in apprenticeships and level 4 
students, whilst maintaining a good posi¬ 
tion on 16-18 learner numbers. 

“We are pleased to say that we have al¬ 
ready progressed the recommendations 
within the report. “ 

There has been a large rise in appren¬ 
ticeships and a rapid growth of a con¬ 
struction-based complex at the Oswestry 
campus. 

North Shropshire College already had 
a strong reputation for its land-based 
courses, hair and beauty, catering and the 
A-levels that lead students onto university. 

The college has added more vocational 
qualifications available for its 1,100, 16-18 
year old students to study. 

Colleges across Shropshire are having to 
cope with falling student figures. 

Last month it was revealed that Shrews¬ 
bury College, Shrewsbury Sixth Form 
College and New College in Telford are 
looking at creating a single sixth form col¬ 
lege group. 


DOZENS of children have been 
taking a train ride to visit Santa on 
Oswestry’s heritage railways.

Rob Williams, chairman of the 
railway, said: “Feedback we had 
over the weekend was that every¬ 
one had a really good time. 

“We weren’t expecting very 
many people because the weather 
was so bad, but once people started 
to come in they didn’t stop and we 
were busy all day. 

“There’s just one more weekend 
before Santa has to go back to the 
North Pole now, but he’ll be spend¬ 
ing Saturday and Sunday with us

A5 collision leads 
to traffic delays 

A MOTORIST had to be cut free from 
their car after it was involved in a col¬ 
lision on the A5 near Oswestry. 

Two vehicles were in collision and 
one ended up stuck down an embank¬ 
ment. 

The accident happened between 
Gobowen and the Gledrid island at 
about 3.30pm on Monday. 

The police along with the fire ser¬ 
vice and West Midlands Ambulance 
Service were at the scene. 

Motorists ended up facing long de¬ 
lays and were advised to find alterna¬ 
tive routes around the town. 

Meanwhile a motorcyclist escaped 
serious injury when he came off his 
bike on a busy road near Welshpool. 

The accident happened at about 
10.25am on Monday on the A458 at 
Trewern and left the road partially 
blocked. 

Warning over 
housing plans 

CAMPAIGNERS say a housing devel¬ 
opment in the shadow of Old Oswest¬ 
ry Hillfort will damage Shropshire 
Council’s reputation if approved. 

The Hands Off Old Oswestry Hill- 
fort group says the council will be 
“forever tainted” if it approves SAM- 
Dev - the 10-year housing plan for the 
county - without any further reviews. 

Campaign spokeswoman Kate 
Clarke said: “If Shropshire Council¬ 
lors approve the hillfort estate, it will 
be forever tainted by a bad decision.” 

The council was due to meet today 
in Shrewsbury (Thursday) to look at 
formally adopting SAMDev and cam¬ 
paigners were due to stage a protest 
in opposition to the inclusion of the 
homes in the SAMDev document. 

Man took his own 
life, inquest rules 

A 28-year-old man took his own life at 
home, an inquest heard. 

Craig Anthony Mcskeane was found 
dead at a property on Stewart Road in 
Oswestry on July 1. 

An inquest at Shrewsbury’s Shire- 
hall heard how high levels of ecstasy 
and cocaine were found in his system. 

The cause of death was hanging 
and John Ellery, coroner for Shrop¬ 
shire, Telford & Wrekin, concluded a 
verdict of suicide whilst the balance of 
the mind was disturbed.

Foodbanks ready for an 
increase in demand for help

FOODBANKS across are preparing for increased demand this Christ¬ 
mas as their use across the country is poised to reach record levels 
this year. 

The Trussell Trust, which runs foodbanks in Oswestry, Whitchurch, New¬ 
town, Welshpool and Market Drayton, has received almost £750,000 in extra 
funding from the Big Lottery Fund to cope with the strain, but it is concerned 
that its service will still be under pressure from growing numbers of people on 
low incomes who will face deciding between eating and heating. 

- Between April and September this year, 

“ “ Trussell foodbanks gave out 506,369 emer¬ 

gency three-day food supplies, compared 
to 492,641 in the same period last year. 
December 2014 in particular saw an aver¬ 
age increase of more than 50 per cent in 
referrals to foodbanks compared with other 
months. David McAuley, the trust’s CEO, 
said: “Every year we meet families who 
are worried about having anything to eat 
on Christmas Day, who have been living 
and sleeping in one room to keep heating 
costs to the absolute minimum. Foodbank 
use is likely to rise significantly over the 
winter months and we’re anticipating that 
it could peak at the highest level yet this 
Christmas.” 

Phil Simpson from Oswestry’s foodbank, 
which covers up to Ellesmere, along the 
Welsh border and down to Llanymynech, 
said he is expecting an increase in demand 
in the run-up to Christmas, as in previous 
years. “Going by the last three years it 
does always go up in the next few weeks, 
so we’re expecting the demand to rise,” he 
said. 

“But we’ve had a lot of really generous 
donations recently so we have plenty of 
food to cope with any extra demand. 

“Woodside School donated half a tonne of 
food at harvest and we had a drive at Tesco 
in Ellesmere recently which brought in 
another tonne, including some Christmas 
treats like mince pies and chocolates that 
we’ll be able to give out. 

“Last year in the three weeks leading 
up to Christmas we had 60 clients, and I’d 
guessing we’ll have about the same this 
year.

Rankings 
for schools 
are released 

EIGHT schools from across the Shropshire 
Council area are celebrating after seeing all 
of their pupils achieve 100 per cent success 
in the three Rs. 

The schools all saw their key stage two 
children achieve level four or above in read¬ 
ing, writing and maths. Included in the top 
list wereBryn Offa Primary School at Pant 
and Criftins Primary School near Elles¬ 
mere. The rankings reveal the performance 
of about 16,000 primaries in national cur¬ 
riculum tests in reading and maths, as well 
as teacher assessments of pupils’ writing 
skills. Each school is given a ranking within 
its own education authority. 

In Shropshire, Bryn Offa School was 
ranked third overall and Criftins was 
ranked sixth out of the 115 schools which 
were ranked. Other schools in the Oswestry 
area included Ellesmere School which 
was ranked 79th, Gobowen School which 
was ranked 14th and Holy Trinity School 
which was ranked 80th. Kinnerley School 
was ranked 93rd, the Meadows School was 
ranked 56th and Morda School was ranked 
83rd. Our Lady and St Oswald’s Catho¬ 
lic School was ranked 53rd, St Andrew’s 
School at Nesscliffe was ranked 60th, St 
John the Baptist School at Ruyton-XI- 
Town was ranked 28th, St Martins School 
was ranked 91st, Selattyn School was 
ranked 19th, Trefonen School was ranked 
31st, West Felton School was ranked 46th, 
Weston Rhyn School was ranked 97th, 
Whittington School was ranked 48th and 
Woodside School was ranked 78th.

Police praise 
brave victim 
of sex attack 

POLICE have praised the victim of rapist 
Howard Long for coming forward following 
her horrific ordeal. 

The woman has been hailed for her cour¬ 
age that helped bring Long, who was jailed 
for 15 years on Friday, to justice. 

Officers have said they hope the case and 
sentence will send out a strong message 
to victims of rape and sexual assault that 
their cases will be taken seriously by police. 

Long raped and assaulted his victim as 
she walked home on the B5069 between 
Oswestry and Morda in the early hours of 
New Year’s Day. 

Long, 32, of Melverley near Oswestry, 
admitted rape, attempted rape, and two 
charges of assault. 

Detective Chief Inspector Peter Davies of 
West Mercia Police, who led the investiga¬ 
tion, said: “This was a horrific attack. How¬ 
ard Long targeted the victim as she made 
her way home after a night out in Oswestry 
with friends and proceeded to violently as¬ 
sault her. 

“I would like to praise the courage of the 
victim in coming forward and reporting 
this attack, helping us to ensure the man 
responsible was brought to justice. 

“I hope the sentence handed out today 
sends a strong message to the public that 
rape and sexual offences are taken ex¬ 
tremely seriously by West Mercia Police. 

“Rape and serious sexual offences are 
hugely under-reported and this is some¬ 
thing we are working to change.”

A MAN who brutally raped a woman as she walked 
home in the early hours of New Year’s Day has 
been jailed for 15 years. 

Howard Long carried out the “terrifying” attack on the 
woman while she was walking alone from Oswestry along 
the B5069 near Morda. 

He was handed an extended prison sentence by Judge Robin 
Onions at Shrewsbury Crown Court on Friday in the interest of 
public safety. Judge Onions also praised a 
woman who answered the door to the vic¬ 
tim at about 3.30am following the attack 
and immediately raised the alarm. He 
said he would recommend the woman for 
a High Sheriffs commendation. Long, 32, 
of Melverley near Oswestry, had previously 
changed his plea of not guilty the day be¬ 
fore he was due to stand trial at the crown 
court in July. He admitted rape, attempted 
rape, and two charges of assault. 

Judge Onions described the act as ‘terri¬ 
fying’ and said it caused the victim physical 
and physiological harm. 

The court heard Long’s DNA was found 
on the victim’s boot and a top Long was 
wearing had the victim’s blood on it. 

The court heard part of the victim impact 
statement where she said: “I wish he ad¬ 
mitted he attacked me earlier, I could have 
moved forward earlier.” 

Sentencing Long, Judge Onions said: “It 
was a dark evening with nobody around. It 
was an isolated area. She was vulnerable as 
she was on her own. There must have been 
some degree of planning. In the assault she 
was hit over the head with her own boot 
which fell off in the attack. It was a bru¬ 
tal, persistent attack. It must have been a 
nightmare for her.” 

Debra White, for Long, said: “His best 
mitigation is that he did enter a guilty plea 
before trial which meant the victim did not 
have to come to court and give evidence. 
This is not a case with a catalogue of of¬ 
fences. It is a very serious offence but it is 
one incident.” 

The court heard that the victim went 
into Oswestry town centre on New Year’s 
Eve and was in the same pub as the defend¬ 
ant at one point in the evening. 

Long was given an extended sentence be¬ 
cause of the severity of the case, but will 
be eligible for parole after serving 11 years 
and eight months. However he will not be 
released until considered safe to members 
of the public by a parole board. 

Upon release, Long will also have to sign 
the Sex Offenders’ Register for life.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


It’s that time of year again 
when we are all anxiously wait¬ 
ing for our local postie to come 
around the corner, weighed 
down by cards and presents for 
Christmas. But have you noticed 
he no longer has that cheery 
smile to greet you with? Today’s 
postmen, or indeed the growing 
band of postwomen, are under 
pressure with their performance 
being constantly monitored. The 
Royal Mail was a British institu¬ 
tion for generations. We grew 
up knowing our local postie by 
name and being as someone 
brought up on a small country 
farm his visit was always eagerly 
awaited and often greeted with a 
hot cup of tea - or even a cooked 
breakfast when it was my Uncle 
Les on the round. One of our reg¬ 
ular postmen would take me on 
the round with him during school 
holidays, risking disciplinary ac¬ 
tion for having me in his van and 
parting with a shiny half-a-crown 
at the end of the week for my ef¬ 
forts in opening farm gates. 

So what went wrong - privati¬ 
sation of course. For most of its 
history the Royal Mail has been 
a public service, operating as a 
government department or pub¬ 
lic corporation but the Postal 
Services Act of 2011 changed 
all that. Shares were floated in 
2013 and in 2015 the Govern¬ 
ment sold its remaining 30 per 
cent, ending 499 years of public 
ownership. 

What a sad day that has turned 
out to be, and what a costly day 
too, with the price of stamps 
rocketing. I never thought I 
would be putting on paper that 
I agree with Labour Leader Jer¬ 
emy Corbyn but this week I do 
as he calls for the Royal Mail to 
be returned to public ownership 
and vowed it would do just that if 
he ever got into power. 

The Royal Mail has always had 
an obligation to deliver every¬ 
one’s mail at the same price but 
that could easily all end now with 
a two-tier pricing system an op¬ 
tion which would threaten rural 
services. 

There’s also a threat to postal 
workers jobs and pay which Of- 
com must address and private 
companies must not be allowed 
to cherry pick the most profitable 
parts of the business and say “to 
hell” with the rest. You’re right Mr 
Corbyn (there I’ve said it again) 
we must stand up for an equal 
nationwide service. 

There wasn’t much Christmas 
spirit in Welshpool on Monday 
from one passer-by, unim¬ 
pressed at the day-long perfor¬ 
mance of a street saxophonist 
and launching a foul-mouthed 
attack at the bemused performer 
in front of shocked shoppers. 

The sax player was actually 
very good and extremely profes¬ 
sional in not reacting at all to the 
abuse. Personally in his position 
I might have found somewhere 
quite warm to shove the instru¬ 
ment.

Changes at the top will 
mean start of a new era 


There will be a change of 
style and leadership at 
Shropshire Council. SUE 
AUSTIN finds out more 

IT won’t be quite like stepping 
into an old pair of shoes, but 
when Shropshire Council’s new 
leader take up his position to¬ 
day (Thursday) he won’t be a 
complete stranger to the role, 
having led the authority’s fore¬ 
runner for six years. 

Councillor Malcolm Pate, who 
represents Albrighton, was the 
unanimous and unopposed choice 
of Shropshire Council’s Conserva¬ 
tive Group as they looked to replace 
Keith Barrow. 

Mr Barrow, Shropshire Council’s for¬ 
mer high profile leader and councillor for 
Oswestry South division, tendered his 
shock resignation two weeks ago. 

Councillor Pate was elected at the 
Conservative group’s meeting last week, 
and with only the formality of his official 
election at full council today remaining, 
he has already started on what he openly 
describes as a “poison chalice” of a role. 

The councillor comes backed by a 
wealth of experience having led Shrop¬ 
shire County Council for six years before 
it was replaced by the unitary authority 
in existence today - playing an instru¬ 
mental role in the adoption of the new 
model. 

However, the financial situation fac¬ 
ing the council now is considerably 
more stark, with Mr Barrow having 
only launched a consultation over plans 
to save £77 million from the authority’s 
budget last month. 

Councillor Pate said: “I am under no 
doubt whatsoever, the problems facing 
us now are very different to the problems

that faced the old council and my prior¬ 
ity has to be to get the finances in such 
a situation that we can deliver what 
services we can.” 

Councillor Steve Charmley, from 
Whittington near Oswestry, is deputy 
leader of the Conservative group and 
had been suggested as a favourite to 
take over from Mr Barrow. 

However the Conservative group’s 
vote means he will retain his current 
post. 

The new leader said he would also 
be looking to investigate the ramifica¬ 
tions of George Osborne’s pledge to give 
councils across the country 100 per cent 
of business rates they collect. 

He said: “The funding from central 
government is drying up and unfortu¬ 
nately the chancellor said in the au¬ 
tumn statement that we could keep 
100 per cent of business rates, but that 


may actually disadvantage us. At the 
moment it is taken in and then re-dis- 
tributed. 

“Unfortunately unless Government 
puts a safety net in we could be big 
losers in this situation, because of the 
rural and sparsely populated nature of 
Shropshire.” 

Councillor Pate, aged 72, said he 
would be lobbying the authority’s Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament to make the case 
with Government and prevent Shrop¬ 
shire losing out under any changes. 

Councillor Pate said that while he 
admired the achievements of his pre¬ 
decessor, he would be looking to adopt 
his own “consensus style of leadership”. 

He said: “Keith did a lot of good for 
the council, he was instrumental in 
guiding the university, but my style is 
very different to his.It is more of a con¬ 
sensus politics, the more people you get 


involved in the decision the more likely 
it will be that you come to the right one. 

“The style of running the council is ob¬ 
viously an individual matter and Shrop¬ 
shire has adopted the strong leadership 
and cabinet model, but I found when 
I was last leader of the county council 
that being consensual and talking to the 
groups if there was a problem, would 
allow you to sort the problems and then 
usually things just passed through the 
council more simply.” 

Mr Barrow’s resignation came after 
a council scrutiny committee had asked 
him to undergo code of conduct training 
and apologise following his failure to de¬ 
clare a business interest during a meet¬ 
ing of council company ip&e - although 
an investigation made clear he had not 
benefited in any way from the omission. 

In a statement announcing his resig¬ 
nation Mr Barrow had said he was proud 
of his time as leader but his motivation 
had wavered and the council needed 
time to elect a new leader. 

Mr Barrow received warm praise for 
his work with the council after he an¬ 
nounced his resignation. 

Shrewsbury and Atcham MP, Dan¬ 
iel Kawczynski, said: “This has been a 
very, very difficult period for Shropshire 
Council in terms of them having to cut 
their cloth to the new financial circum¬ 
stances. It has been extremely difficult, 
I think he has done a superb job in grow¬ 
ing the council despite what I see as un¬ 
precedented difficulties. 

“I think he deserves a lot of credit for 
steering the council though unprece¬ 
dented financial constraints, it has not 
been easy.” 

Councillor Peter Cherrington, mayor 
of Oswestry, said Mr Barrow completed 
numerous projects to the benefit of the 
town. 

Mr Barrow was an Oswestry council¬ 
lor for many years before stepping down. 

Councillor Cherrington said: “We 
must thank Councillor Keith Barrow for 
his support for the town council over the 
last six years.”

Much the most significant 
event on the last few days, may¬ 
be of the year, was the 2015 
United Nations Climate Change 
Summit in Paris. 

Formally, it was the 21st an¬ 
nual meeting of the Conference 
of the Parties, which is why the 
summit is also referred to as 
COP21. 

The UN drive for international 
agreement on a response to cli¬ 
mate change began at the Rio 
Earth Summit in 1992. 

COP1 took place in Berlin in 
1995, and the most significant 
previous Conference of the Par¬ 
ties was in Kyoto in 1997 (COP3). 
COP22 will be held in Marakesh 
next year. 

The Paris Summit agreement 
was particularly significant be¬ 
cause it brought all countries of 
the world together (a total of 194 
of them) to sign up to the first 
ever ‘global deal’ to tackle cli¬ 
mate change. 

I do accept there remains 
some dispute about whether 
‘global warming’ is actually hap¬ 
pening, and if it is, whether it is 
due to human activity. 

But I think we have to ac¬ 
knowledge that the overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of scientific opinion 
believes it to be a real danger. 

It follows that our current gen¬ 
eration should take a precaution¬ 
ary approach by decarbonising 
the way we live. 

The basis of the Paris agree¬ 
ment is that all signatory coun¬ 
tries of the world will work to¬ 
gether to limit increase in global 
temperatures to “well below” 2 
degrees Celsius by 2100, com¬ 
pared with the pre-industrialisa¬ 
tion global temperatures. 

In theory at least, 194 govern¬ 
ment representatives have gone 
home from Paris to set about 
delivering on the agreed com¬ 
mitments. 

Easier said than done! 

Let’s consider what must hap¬ 
pen. 

Every country must reduce 
its carbon emissions - at least 
to the 2 degrees Celsius target, 
and preferably to nearer 1.5 de¬ 
grees by 2100; every country 
will review and strengthen their 
emission-cutting promises in 
2018 and every five years there¬ 
after; the world will reach a ‘state 
of balance’ between emissions 
and creation of ‘carbon sinks’ 
(forests, peat bogs etc) by 2050; 
rich countries will give £100 bil¬ 
lion per year to poorer countries 
to help them adapt to rising sea 
levels and temperatures; and 
an effective ‘monitoring system’ 
must be agreed to ensure prom¬ 
ises are kept. 

The Paris Climate Change 
Agreement will only remain a 
historic event if the signatories 
actually do what they have said 
they will do. 

I repeat “Easier said than 
done”!

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CAN WE SEPARATE AND STILL MORTGAGE THE FAMILY 
HOME TO BUY A 2ND HOME FOR MY HUSBAND TO LIVE IN? 

Q: My husband has had alcohol and depression problems for years. Our children are now approaching their teens and starting to question his behaviour. He has agreed to separate but 
won’t discuss divorce at this stage. The family home is worth £500k. 

We paid off the mortgage with his parental inheritance but he has agreed the children and I can stay in the house so they don’t have to move schools. He is 57 but I am only 48, so I can 
still get a mortgage. We plan to mortgage the family home to fund the purchase of a smaller house for him to live in, with both houses jointly owned. Is this correct or is there a different 
way of doing it? 

A: Until you and your husband have exchanged full and frank financial disclosure and had the opportunity of having legal advice, you should not do anything. 

The starting point following separation is for there to be full disclosure of all finances to include income, capital and pension provision. This will give you a sense of what is in the ‘matrimonial 
pot’ and will enable you and your lawyer to work out how to split all the assets in a fair way. Interim and piecemeal arrangements should be generally avoided. 

Many couples now benefit from entering into family mediation to discuss financial matters once they have separated. Mediation can be a cost effective and amicable way to resolve matters. 
Legal advice should always be sought alongside mediation and following any separation, particularly when finances are involved as there are many potential consequences and pitfalls. You 
may also need advice from an accountant in relation to a possible Capital Gains Tax liability if properties are being sold and/or transferred. 

You should seek advice in relation to the separation generally, and divorce, despite your husband’s unwillingness to discuss divorce.

Man injured in 
attack in town 

POLICE are appealing for witnesses 
after an assault in Oswestry. 

Officers say between 2am and 
2.15am on Sunday the victim was 
approached by an unknown man in 
Chaucer Close. 

Holly Claydon-Bevan, corporate 
communications for West Mercia Po¬ 
lice, said: “The victim, a man in his 
forties, raised his hand to protect his 
face during a suspected assault, and 
consequently sustained a deep cut to 
his finger, believed to be from a sharp 
instrument. The injury required med¬ 
ical treatment. 

“The suspect is believed to be a 
white man aged between 16 and 25 
years old, approximately 5 foot 5 
inches tall and of a slim build. 

“He was thought to be wearing a 
black hooded top, dark jeans and dark 
trainers. 

“Following the incident the suspect 
ran off in the direction of Blackfriars.” 

Police would like to speak to anyone 
who may have witnessed to incident 
or may have any information, to call 
them on 101.

THE Ministry of Defence has 
failed to submit crucial docu¬ 
ments before a promised dead¬ 
line in the case of a young soldier 
who died at Deepcut Barracks, a 
court has heard. 

Private Cheryl James, from Llangollen, 
was found with a bullet wound to her head 
in November 1995, when she was undergo¬ 
ing initial training as an 18-year-old at the 
Surrey barracks. 

She was one of four soldiers who died at 
the barracks between 1995 and 2002 amid 
claims of bullying and abuse. Her parents 
Des and Doreen James, live in Llanymy- 
nech, near Oswestry. 

A fresh inquest was ordered into Pte 
James’s death after High Court judges 
quashed an open verdict recorded in De¬ 
cember 1995. At a pre-inquest review at 
Woking Coroner’s Court, Mr James, said 
he was disappointed by the failure of the 
MoD to supply the documents by the agreed 
deadline. 

Nicholas Moss, representing the MoD, 
said the sheer volume of the files that were 
being searched meant much time was taken 
up deciding which documents were and 
were not relevant for the inquest, which be¬ 
gins on February 1. He promised all of the 
relevant documents would be delivered by 
January 11. Pte James’s body was exhumed 
in August and a post-mortem examination 
was carried out. “Metallic fragments” were 
recovered which have been analysed by a 
ballistics expert, but that report is still to 
be finalised. 

The full inquest, which is expected to last 
seven weeks, will consider whether a third 
party was involved in Pte James’s death.

Manjailedfor 
driving while 
he had ban 
from road 

A MAN who had been banned from 
the road for five years but was behind 
the wheel of a car when it span out of 
control and crashed has been jailed. 

Gavin Paul Humphreys, 33, who 
had two previous convictions for dan¬ 
gerous driving, got out of the damaged 
car, collected his property and calmly 
walked away. 

But he had been slightly injured in 
the impact and DNA from blood in the 
Vauxhall Vectra showed that he was 
the driver at the time of the crash, 
which happened on the A483 at Ru- 
abon.Police arrested him later after a 
search. Humphreys, of no fixed abode, 
but who comes from the Oswestry 
area, admitted his third conviction 
for dangerous driving, together with 
offences of disqualified driving, no in¬ 
surance, failing to stop and failing to 
report. He was jailed for eight months 
at Mold Crown Court on Friday, 
banned from driving for two years and 
ordered to take an extended re-test. 

The court heard how it was rush 
hour shortly before 9am on August 18 
when he was driving down the A483, 
travelling in the Oswestry area, when 
he came up behind a line of traffic. The 
road had at that stage reduced from a 
dual carriageway to a single carriage¬ 
way but he pulled out to overtake at 
speed. His vehicle then fish-tailed 
out of control and struck an on-com¬ 
ing vehicle, being driven by a young 
woman who was making her way to 
work. Judge Rhys Rowlands told him 
that it was “deliberate risk taking” 
at excessive speed when he should 
not have been behind the wheel at 
all.Henry Hills, for Humphreys, said 
that his client was currently serving a 
20-week prison sentence imposed by 
magistrates in Shropshire for driving 
while disqualified.

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Man cleared 
by court jury 
of kill claim 

A 35-year-old Shropshire man has 
been cleared of making threats to kill 
his former partner. 

Malcolm Salisbury- the legal owner 
of a shotgun - had been accused of 
suggesting he would shoot his for¬ 
mer partner and one of her work 
colleagues. The sales representative 
had denied the charge and was found 
not guilty by a jury at Stafford Crown 
Court following a four-day trial. 

Salisbury, of Meadow Way, 
Gobowen, was charged by police fol¬ 
lowing a row with his former partner 
a year ago. It was alleged he had made 
a threat to kill the woman, intending 
that she would fear that the threat 
would be carried out. 

The jury heard the alleged incident 
happened as the couple’s relationship 
was floundering and followed a week¬ 
end Christmas shopping trip. 

On December 20 she said they 
stopped off at the house in Meadow 
Way and claimed the defendant had 
said he would shoot her and her 
friend. 

Salisbury had gone upstairs and 
went into a room he used as an of¬ 
fice where the shotgun was kept in a 
locked cabinet. She had left the house 
and alerted police. _

Judge Rhys Rowlands remanded 
her in custody pending a trial in 
March of next year. 

The crown court was told that a 
co-defendant had already admitted 
the charges. 

Defendant Alan McNeill, 27, of 
Fairclough Road, Huyton in Liver¬ 
pool, has previously been remanded 
in custody. 

He will be sentenced at the end of 
Sudlow’s trial. 

Suspended term 
for knife incident 

A TEENAGER has been handed a 
suspended custodial sentence for wav¬ 
ing a knife around and threatening 
three people in a church. 

Steven William Carlisle, 18, of Sav- 
ille Close, Wellington, had admitted 
possessing a knife in a public place 
and using threatening behaviour. He 
made threats while waving a knife 
around in Trelystan Church, Forden, 
near Welshpool, on September 2. 

Magistrates sentenced him to six 
weeks in custody, suspended for 12 
months, with a 30 days rehabilitation 
activity requirement. They ordered 
him to pay a £180 courts charge and 
an £80 victim surcharge.

environmental incident*

AN accident in which a milk tank¬ 
er overturned could have led to a 
serious environmental incident 
threatening fish and other wild¬ 
life, it has been claimed. 

Mid and West Wales Fire Service has 
praised the partnership working be¬ 
tween its firefighters and Natural Re¬ 
sources Wales in making sure the milk 
did not get into watercourses nearby. 

The milk tanker carrying 28,000 litres of 
milk left the road and rolled on to its side in 
a field close to Buttington, near Welshpool, 
on Wednesday last week. 

Two fire appliances from Welshpool plus 
the environmental protection unit and a 
support appliance from Newtown went to 
the scene. Group Manager Steve Rowlands, 
head of response for north Powys for Mid 
and West Wales Fire Service, said: “Thank¬ 
fully, the driver of the vehicle escaped with 
only minor injuries, however, the concern 
for the emergency responders was the large 
amount of milk that was contained within 
the tanker. 

“It is not often recognised that milk can 
have a significant polluting effect on water 
if allowed to reach rivers or streams. It 
can be as much as 400 times more pollut¬ 
ing than untreated domestic sewage. With 
this in mind firefighters in partnership 
with Natural Resources Wales carried out 
emergency measures to ensure that the 
milk could not escape, reducing the poten¬ 
tial damage to the environment.”

Christmas 
allergy is 
nothing to be 
sneezed at 

DOES putting up the Christmas tree leave 
you sneezing and watery-eyed? You could 
be allergic to its mould spores, as Kate 
Whiting reports. 

Artificial trees may be convenient, more 
cost-efficient - not to mention the fact that they 
don’t shed pine needles and require endless vac¬ 
uum-cleaning or sweeping as a result - but can 
anything beat the magic of the real thing? 

There’s the excitement and ritual of picking your 
tree and then driving it home, the gorgeous festive 
scent, and just how wonderful it looks all lit up and 
decorated. 

But, for some of us, real Christmas trees do have a 
very big downside... 

The traditional festive centrepiece is harbouring 
mould, which could be making you unwell. And the 
longer your tree is up, the worse you could feel. 

As many as a third of Brits 
(35 per cent) suffer from an 
increase of hay fever-like 
symptoms at Christmas, with 
real Christmas trees causing 
most of the problems, accord¬ 
ing to a recent poll for Preva- 
lin Allergy. 

Dubbed ‘Christmas Tree 
Syndrome’, symptoms in¬ 
clude itchy nose, watery eyes, 
wheezing, coughing, chest 
pains, lethargy and insom¬ 
nia - and it can even lead to 
life-threatening pneumonia, in rare serious cases. 

Scientists from Upstate Medical University, part 
of the State University of New York, discovered the 
condition after they saw an increase in respiratory 
problems in the weeks leading up to and shortly after 
December 25. When they analysed pine needles and 
bark from 28 Christmas trees, they found 53 cases of 
mould, which releases spores that can trigger allergic 
reactions in people who are susceptible. 

While the mould is naturally occurring, the process 
of bringing the tree inside creates the perfect environ¬ 
ment for it to grow. 

Another study found that after two weeks of being 
on display, the number of airborne mould spores com¬ 
ing from a Christmas tree increases from 800 per 35 
cubic-feet to 5,000. So should we all ditch the trees? 

Not everybody will experience symptoms, or any ill 
effects, when exposed to these mould spores. 

Like all allergies, the reaction occurs because some¬ 
body is personally susceptible, so ‘Christmas Tree Syn¬ 
drome’ will only be a problem 
for those who experience such 
allergic reactions. 

Dr Lawrence Kurlandsky, 
who conducted the Upstate 
Medical University research, 
said at the time: “If you and 
your children don’t have any 
obvious allergies, then it is 
probably not going to bother 
you.” 

So is a fake tree the best 
option? 

This depends. If you are 
somebody who suffers from allergies, and conditions 
like hay fever and asthma, then an artificial tree could 
also potentially trigger symptoms. “If you have stored 
your tree since last year, it will have accumulated a 
layer of dust which will be dispersed when it is dis¬ 
turbed,” warns allergens expert, Max Wiseberg - and 
as many people with allergies and asthma will know, 
household dust can be problematic. Consider how your 
store your artificial tree when it’s not in use - packing 
it away in a sealed box will mean less dust accumulates. 
Also, give it a good clean when you get it out of storage 
- ideally outside or away from the living room, so that 
you’re not simply displacing the dust around the room. 
So how can you combat Christmas Tree Syndrome? 

Concerned that you or your family might be affected? 
Max Wiseberg suggests tips. One tip is hosing down 
your tree before taking it into the house, or after get¬ 
ting it out of storage, can help get rid of some of the 
mould and spores, though it’s probably best to get 
someone who isn’t allergic to do this. 

You should also take care when decorating the tree, 
or again get someone else to do it, as allergens will be 
disturbed as you move the tree into position and move 
the branches to hang the baubles and add the lights.” 

Putting up the tree as late as possible will help min¬ 
imise the risk, whilst an air purifier may also help. Or 
try applying an allergen barrier balm, such as HayMax 
Pure Organic Drug-Free Allergen Barrier Balm (£5.99 
for 5ml pot, Boots) around your nostrils, to help stop 
the allergens getting up your nose.

Internet is 
reinventing 
Christmas 
advertising 

THE internet is reinventing the Christmas 
TV commercial, making it more creative, 
more ambitious - and arguably more 
self-regarding. 

Advertising plays a central role at Christmas, and for 
over 100 years has extended its reach from posters to 
radio, TV and now online. 

Successfully making that last leap has become the 
holy grail of Christmas advertising. 

“The strategy among the retailers now is to get the 
ad into a prime time spot,” says Neil Saunders, manag¬ 
ing director of retail research agency Conlumino. 

“From then on TV becomes less important as the 
message goes off into social media, where there is less 
cost and the reach can be phenomenal, far greater than 
TV.” 

So, let’s look at how that works with one of the most 
famous, the John Lewis ManOnTheMoon commercial. 

In early November it 
launched the ad, telling the 
story of a small child who sees 
a lonely old man through a 
telescope living on the moon, 
and sends him a Christmas 
present by balloon. 

Conventional wisdom might 
assume that the campaign 
should spark interest in the 
retailer - John Lewis - but 
there’s barely a mention of 
the name. 

Instead the aim seems to be 
to spark interest in the ad itself. 

To this end John Lewis actually advertised the ad¬ 
vertisement with a 10-second teaser commercial a 
week before it went live, and fired up social media in¬ 
terest with the #ManOnTheMoon hashtag. 

Three hours after the advert was aired, #ManOn- 
TheMoon was trending with 40,000 tweets. 

And it doesn’t stop there. Of the £7m spent on the 
campaign, John Lewis spent only £lm on the ad itself, 
which is just the tip of a merchandising iceberg. 

There’s an app offering moon-related information. 
There’s a tie-in with a game that can be played on mo¬ 
biles, sending your presents to the moon by balloon, 
though at this point Christmas sentimentality is aban¬ 
doned in favour of eluding surface-to-air missiles. 

Then there’s a link-in with ManOnTheMoon tele¬ 
scopes, pyjamas, bedding, mugs and so on. 

“The key to the John Lewis ad is that people no 
longer watch real-time television,” says Jacques de 
Cock of the London School of Marketing. 

“They defer their watching to Netflix or YouTube, 
and to capitalise on this mar¬ 
ket advertisers have to make 
their ads into social phenom¬ 
ena.” 

The reality is that compa¬ 
nies are having to make con¬ 
tact with a customer whose 
habits are dictated not by TV 
but by the internet. 

For instance, view the new 
Harvey Nichols commer¬ 
cial and the last frame has a 
“Shop Now” button to take 
you straight to the store. You 
can’t do that on TV. 

But the customer is doing a lot more than just click¬ 
ing and buying. 

He or she is researching, comparing prices and 
browsing online, before either clicking or physically 
marching into the store and demanding the socks over 
the counter. 

According to Forrester Research, by 2020, 53 per 
cent of retail sales across Europe will be influenced one 
way or another by the online world. 

So it is not important to an advertiser by what mech¬ 
anism the money is spent. What matters is where the 
customer makes up his or her mind - and that space is 
increasingly a digital one. All of which shapes the way 
ads are made. 

Sainsbury’s advert “Mog’s Christmas Calamity” 
written by the writer and illustrator Judith Kerr, runs 
for a full three and a half minutes. The traditional TV 
ad break spot could never support that on a regular 
basis - but the internet can. 

Lifting time restrictions allows for a great deal more 
creativity. And there are other opportunities to add nu¬ 
ances to your brand. 

Click on the end of the Sainsbury’s commercial and 
up come links to Judith Kerr’s book, the making of the 
commercial, Save the Children, competitions, recipes 
and of course Sainsbury’s produce. 

“Retail is the new rock and roll in advertising,” says 
James Murphy, chief executive of adam&eveDDB, 
which made the John Lewis ad. “It is a great shop win¬ 
dow for your creativity and for your effectiveness.”

STILTON CHEESE AND FENLAND 
CELERY PASTIES 

Flaky pastry encases a delectable filling of potato, 
Stilton cheese and diced Fenland celery. 

These pasties are perfect for using up any leftover 
Stilton and ideal for a family supper. 

Suitable for freezing before baking. 

Serves: Six 

Preparation time: 20 mins 
Cooking time: 30-35 mins 

Ingredients: 

Two large potatoes, peeled and diced 
One tsp English mustard 
powder 

200g Stilton cheese, crum¬ 
bled 

Four sticks Fenland celery, 
diced 

450g ready-made puff pas¬ 
try 

One free-range egg, beaten 
with tablespoon milk 
Salt and pepper to taste 

Method: 

1. Pre-heat oven to 
200C/400F/Gas 6. Grease and 
line a large baking sheet with greaseproof paper. 

2. Boil the potatoes until they are soft enough to 
mash; mash them until they are smooth, then add the 
mustard powder, crumbled Stilton cheese and the diced 
celery. Season to taste with salt and pepper and set 
aside. 

3. Roll the pastry out on a well-floured board and 
stamp out circles with a saucer or small plate, to about 
5” (13cms) in diameter. 

4. Spoon some of the filling mixture over one half, 
moisten the edges of the pastry then fold the pastry 
over to form a crescent and seal by crimping around 
the edges with your fingers or a fork. 

5. Place the pasties on the baking sheet, cut a slit to 
allow the steam to escape and brush them all over with 
the beaten egg and milk mixture. Bake for 20 to 25 
minutes until they are golden brown. 

6. Remove the pasties from the oven and allow to cool 
slightly before serving warm, or cold. 

Cook’s tip: Fenland celery is a heritage variety of 
celery grown in the Cambridgeshire Fens. In 2013, 
Fenland celery was awarded Protected Geographical 
Indication (PGI) status and 
joined the ranks of Parma 
ham, Champagne and Melton 
Mowbray Pork Pies. 

Fenland celery is available 
from October to December 
and can be found in Waitrose, 
Marks & Spencer and Tesco 
stores nationwide and online 
at Ocado.

TURKEY, WATERCRESS 
AND MOZZARELLA 
WRAP 

This is the perfect light lunch for using up those fes¬ 
tive leftovers. 

Replace mozzarella with brie, goats, or other leftover 
cheese of your choice.

Preparation Time: 10 minutes 
Cooking Time: Five minutes 

Ingredients: 

150g cooked turkey, cut into small chunks 
Small handful of shredded mozzarella 
Two large flour tortillas (we used seeded ones) 

One red or yellow pepper, sliced 
V 2 red onion, finely sliced 
V 2 tsp chilli flakes 

15 pitted olives, black or green, quartered 
One handful watercress 
One handful of spinach 
Few torn basil leaves 

For the dressing, one tbsp honey and 1 tbsp 
wholegrain mustard, mixed 

Method: 

1. Put a thin layer of the mozzarella on the tortillas. 

2. Spoon the other ingredients out evenly on top. 

3. Finally, drizzle the dressing over the filling, roll it 
all up, tucking in the sides like a burrito and cook it in 
a dry, medium-hot frying pan for 2-3 minutes each side, 
using another pan to weigh it down.

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Memories 
of the vole 


THE water vole may not be the 
archetypal harbinger of Christ¬ 
mas. 

But for me it is, although for all the 
wrong reasons. 

Let me explain. I used to live on the 
banks of a disused canal. The phrase ‘dis¬ 
used canal’ may well conjure up images of 
plastic bags and aquatically entombed shop¬ 
ping trolleys, but not this one. This one was 
a beauty (still is) and an absolute magnet 
for wildlife. 

In the spring and summer frogs croaked 
and the reed warblers would sing as the 
cuckoo provided the backing track (slightly 
sinisterly considering their penchant for 
parasitising the nests of the former), the 
moorhens would give their shrill little cries 
whilst the kingfishers flashed past en route 
to their nest under the humpback bridge. 

Pretty idyllic, I thought. 

But there was one sound that excited me 
above all, the soft plop of a water vole. You 
didn’t usually see the animal itself. I am 
only 31 but I feel old telling this story. 

I feel as though I’m one of those wise old 
orators of natural history (in the true sense 
of the word) and countryside tradition. 

Well, of course, you know me too well, 
to associate my ramblings with ‘wise’ and 
indeed I shouldn’t be considered old ei¬ 
ther but I distinctly remember watching 
these charming little creatures almost any 
evening I chose, and yet now that would be 
nigh on impossible. 

But why Christmas? 

Well I helped survey my local population 
of water voles about 10 summers ago. 

We set large, roomy traps which the voles

were only too eager to sit in, munching 
their way through the apples and carrots 
we provided until we returned a few hours 
later (we never left the traps overnight). 

A quick weigh, measure and tracking tag 
and they were back to their canal. There 
was no doubt about it, this was a hotspot. 
A few months later, around Christmas, my 
mother and I thought we glimpsed a mink. 

The following spring, not a single vole 
was found and the population has been ex¬ 
tinct ever since. 

The shy, secretive water vole is the larg¬ 
est vole in the British Isles. It inhabits the 
banks of rivers, ponds and canals, but in 
other parts of the world it is less aquatic 
and lives mainly on pasture land. 

It can often be found living far from 
water, especially in gardens and orchards 
and some prefer to live this way all year 
round. 

This odd fact is a nod towards a fairly ad¬ 
aptable lifestyle - usually a winning trait - 
but not so for the British water vole. 

In Britain, habitat loss, especially around 
water sources as well as pollution running 
into them; the fragmentation of populations 
from unsympathetic riverside management; 
and the crowning violation of them ah, the 
American mink, has meant a 90 per cent 
reduction in this species. 

They are in serious trouble but unlike my

old haunts and that canal, down in Buck¬ 
inghamshire, Shropshire is actively trying 
to buck the trend. The Whitchurch Water 
Vole Project is one of the feathers in the 
cap of the county. 

The wetlands around the meres and 
mosses also hold populations of these 
charismatic creatures and I know of sev¬ 


eral different sites where farmers and land 
owners have encouraged (or at least, not 
discouraged) water voles on their land, and 
have been rewarded with sightings. 

There is hope, in Shropshire, that Ratty 
will survive another Christmas. 

Ben’s last show of the year is this Satur¬ 
day, ah day in Shrewsbury Town Square. 


Serco calls off 
leisure centres 
handover deal 

SERCO has abandoned plans to sell the management of 
five of Shropshire’s biggest leisures centres. 

Late last year, Serco announced plans to offload its en¬ 
vironmental services and leisure businesses, including the 
rights to run centres owned by Shropshire Council. 

The 10-year contract to run the centres, including the 
Quarry Leisure Centre and Sports Village in Shrewsbury, 
the new Oswestry Leisure Centre, and other centres in 
Market Drayton and Whitchurch, was signed only three 
years ago. 

Now Serco has announced that it has shelved the plans 
to offload these divisions, in the wake of the sale of its BPO 
business last week. 

“The recent agreement to dispose of the offshore private 
sector BPO operations has prompted us to review the previ¬ 
ously stated intention to also dispose of our environmental 
services and leisure businesses,” the company said. 

“Our conclusion is that, for both strategic and financial 
reasons, the interests of the group will be best served by 
retaining these businesses within the portfolio. 

“In common with the rest of the group, they provide 
frontline services to public sector customers. 

“In particular, they serve local authorities in the UK, 
to whom we provide a number of other services and we 
feel that there is real merit in retaining a broad offering to 
these important customers. 

“Furthermore, the environmental services and leisure 
businesses have continued to perform well both financially 
and operationally, and have a strong pipeline of opportu¬ 
nities.” 

The sale of BPO is set to lead Serco to a big drop in rev¬ 
enue and profits next year. 

And the sale prompted a sharp fall in the company’s 
share value when it was announced last week. 

Underlying trading profit next year will be about £50 
million compared with analysts’ consensus forecast of £69 
million. 

Revenue is likely to fall by about 20 per cent to £2.8 bil¬ 
lion. 

It landed the contract to run the sites in July 2012, prom¬ 
ising to make “significant” investment in the centres over 
the course of the 10-year contract. 

The deal was designed to save £350,000 a year in subsidy 
payments, as the centres were costing the council £1.2 mil¬ 
lion a year to run.

IT has given enjoyment to visitors for gen¬ 
erations and has staged various entertain¬ 
ment events and now Pontcysyllte Aque¬ 
duct and its stunning surroundings are to 
receive a share in £31 million from the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund for conservation work.

The 1805 aqueduct, which carries the Llangollen Canal 
over the River Dee valley, is the longest and highest aq¬ 
ueduct in Britain and is one of Wales’ most recognisable 
landmarks. 

Richard Bellamy, head of Heritage Lottery Fund Wales, 
said: “Our stunning landscapes define the very character 


of Wales and are as much a part of who we are as our 
castles, language and rugby. 

“They are as much loved by the people who call Wales 
home as by tens of thousands of tourists who visit them. 

“These fragile places must be conserved. 

“However, if carefully managed, our landscape and 
countryside can also play a vital role in growing our na¬ 
tion’s economy.

That’s why they are confident the 
new 1.4 Boosterjet Engine in the Vitara 
S Auto will play a major role in helping 
them smash sales targets during 2016. 

Since arriving in 1988 the Vitara has been 
picking up accolades thanks to city styling 
married to capable on and off-road abilities. 
Now just eight months after the UK launch 
of the new the S model it is providing char¬ 
acter to the Vitara line-up. 

The biggest change is the arrival of the 
1.4-litre petrol engine with the new Booster- 
jet technology. This 140PS direct injection 
turbocharged petrol unit takes Suzuki to a 
new level with torque available from 1,500 




rpm, an incredible 41 per cent more than in 
the 1.6 - that’s over 17 per cent more power, 
yet there’s four per cent better fuel economy.

“The club has been able to grow in stature 
over the years to be self-financing thanks to its 
skilled and enthusiastic volunteer and coaching 
workforce.
